WASHINGTON, June 2.—Miss Folsom 
arrived safely in Washington shortly 
after 6:30 o'clock thie morning, and was 
met by CoL Lamont.

same color.

She was escorted by Col. Lamont to her 
carriage and driven direct to the White 
House with Mrs. Folsom, who was 
dressed in black and looked a little tired. 
Mrs. Rogers, of Syracuse, was with her. 
There was a little delay owing to a num- 
ber of English looking hat boxes, shawl 
straps and other bundles which had to 
be looked after.

The White House was entitely doted 
to visitors to-day and the usual after- 
noon reception by the president was 
omitted. 
Inside all was bustle and con- 
fusion in preparation for the wedding. 
Several express wagons unloaded numer- 
ous packages of various sizes at the main 
entrance and were at once removed from 
sight, 
Some were addressed to the 
president, some to Miss Folsom, some to 
Col. Lamont and one to "Mrs. Grover 
Cleveland." 


THE BLUB BBDBOOM. 


The blue bedroom, which the presi- 
dent has occupied whenever in the ex- 
ecutive mansion since his inaugura- 
tion, is the same from which the last two 
brides whose weddings occurred in the 
White House descended to be married 
in the parlors below. 
It was Nellie 
Grant's bedchamber during the months 
preceding her wedding in the east room, 
May 21, 1874, and it was the bedcham- 
ber occupied by Miss Piatt, President 
Hayes's niece, during the time she spent 
in the White House before her wedding 
in the blue parlor, June 18, 1878. 
The 
room, however, now looks not at all as it 
did then, having been thoroughly refit- 
ted for President Arthur before he moved 
into the White House in December, 
1881. 
Then one of the president's sis- 
ters gave her special attention to that 
room and had all its woodwork—former- 
ly white—painted blue and its walls 


attendant incidents, together with a foil 
description of the decorations, dresses 
and supper, so there will be an official 
stamp upon the statements of facts 
which will be published. 


Mrs. Folsom and Miss Cleveland will 
remain here till Friday, when they will 
return to New York, probably together. 
The other visitors at the White house 
and invited guests intend remaining a 
day or two after the marriage.

Henry Havemeyer Dead. 


BABYLON, 
L . 
L , June 
2.—Henry 
Havemeyer, the sugar refiner, died sud- 
denly this morning. 
He participated in 
the decoration day exercises, acting 
with the old general as escort to Presi* 
dent Cleveland. 


Prentiss served but one term in Con- 
gress, but his voice was heard in behalf 
of the Whigs in every campaign until 
his death in 1849, at the age of 41. 
He 
was the principal speaker at the great 
Whig meeting at Nashville in 1844 
when his idol, Henry Clay, was a candi- 
date for President. 
His speech upon 
that occasion was doubtless his master- 
piece on the stump. 
When he closed 
he fell back in a swoon in the arms of 
James C. Jones, himself a magnificent 
orator, who hugged him to his bosom 
and exclaimed in an ecstasy of enthu- 
siasm, "Die Prentiss, die; you will 
never have such another glorious oppor- 
timity." It was at the close of his 
great speech m Faneuil Hall in 1844 
that Edward Everett 
asked 
Daniel 
Webster if he had ever heard such a 
speech before, and the answer was, 
"Never, except by Prentiss himself. " 


Prentiss was the very personification 
of courage, moral and physical. 
He 
had a horror of the code, but had no 
hesitancy in appealing to it, as he found 
it an established institution in the land 
of his adoption. 
His spirits were so 
mercurial, his heart so tender, his senti- 
ments so refined, that if he had slain 
his adversary in such a rencounter his 
reason, powerful as it was, would have 
been dethroned. 
But as society then 
was in Mississippi he was compelled to 
appeal his personal quarrels to that 
tribimal. 
The only man he ever met, 
though messages passed between him- 
self and several others, was Henry S. 
Foote, of whom I hope to write in 
the future. 
The cause of the duel has 
been variously stated. 
I will give one. 
Prentiss was a man of infinite jest. 
Even when, he argued grave legal ques- 
tions before a court he interspersed his 
speeches with witticisms. It bubbled up 
in all his utterances, and made hiTn one 
of the most engaging of men. 
On one 
occasion he w^as sitting up with a party 
of friends on attendance upon a gentle- 
man who was hors de combat with a 
bad case of delirium tremens. 
The 
physician had said that if the patient 
oould sleep he would soon recover. 
The attendants tried every means in 
their power to bring the drowsy god to 
the lids of the sick man, but without 
avail. 
Finally 
Prentiss 
impatiently 
said: "Oh, d—n it, give him Foote's 
book on Texas. 
I'll warrant its sopori- 
fic effects. " 
The joke was too good to 
be lost, and there were those who 
carried it to Foote, the most irascible 
of men. 
A challenge followed and the 
parties met. 
Foote was as bravo as 
Lord Nelson, but was so excitable that 
he turntd pale and trembled like an 
aspen, while his voice, when under the 
influence of anger, was exceedingly un- 
steady-. 
As a consequence he was no 
dangerous adversary, but he was game 
to the backbone. 
The result of the 
first meeting was a ball in Foote's 
shoulder, while Prentiss escaped 
harmed. 
The second meeting was oc- 
casioned by a report that Prentiss 
"re8ted"on his cane when he fired at 
Foote. 
A long correspondence pre 
ceded it, Alexander McClung being the 
friend of Foote. 
When the parties 
faced each other Prentiss threw away 
his cane, and at the first fire Foote fell 
with a ball in his hip. 
The parties be- 
came friends a short time afterward and 
so continued until death severed the 
tie. 


Prentiss was lame of one leg and 
walked with the aid of a cane. 
He had 
a magnificent bust and a royal head, 
the space above the eyes being a three- 
decker. 
He had an eagle eye that 
burned like the orb of day and flashed 
like lightning when he was aroused. 
His voice was under complete control, 
and dulcet or terrible as he willed. 
Nature had done much for him, but he 
required a great occasion to bring out 
in bold relief all his powers. 
At such 
times he 
never failed. — 
Louisville 
Courier-Journal.

N E W T O R K , June 2.—John Kelly died 
last evening at his residence in this city. 
He did not sufíer any pain, although he 
was conscious to the last. 
Only Mrs. 
Kelly and her two children were present 
when the patient passed away. 
Mrs 
Kelly was prostrated by the blow and is 
too ill to see anybody. 


Mayor Grace to-day ordered the flags 
on the city hall at half mast in r espect 
to the memory of John Kelly. 


Mr. Kelly's death was painless and 
peaceful. 
Grouped about him were his 
wife and two young children. Miss Mul 
len, his wife's sister, a niece and Fathers 
Meagher and Clarkson, of the Dominican 
church. 
His last words were: 
"I have 
tried to live the life of a good Catholic 
and die in the comfort of that faith. 
He held the hand of his wife until his 
hold relaxed in death. 
Mr. Kelly leaves 
two children, Josephine, aged 9, and 
John, aged 7. 
His widow is a niece of 
the late Cardinal McCloskey. 


Mrs. Kelly is completely prostrated by 
the death of her husband. She refused to 
see anybody last night, and in response 
to her wishes regarding the fuñera 
would only say that it could not take 
place place before Saturday. 
It was 
Mr. Kelly's own wish that the funeral 
should be prieate and simple, and in ac- 
cordance with the rites of the Catholic 
church. 
There 
will 
therefore 
be 
no 
public 
demonstration. 
The 
funeral service will 
be 
conducted 
by Archbishop Corrigan at the cathe- 
dral on Saturday. 
The street in front of 
Mr. Kelly's 
residence last-night 
was 
blocked with the carriages of people who 
called to show their respect to the dead 
leader. 
The callers included Archbishop 
Corrigan, Sherifl Grant, Judges Dufly 
and Dugro, and nearly every prominent 
member of Tammany hall. 
The Tam- 
many executive and general committee 
will meet this evening to pass suitable 
lesolutions of respect. 


John Kelly, says a New York demo- 
cratic paper, was a nominal Tammany 
chief when Wm. M. Tweed was its grand 
Sachem, just after the war. When Tweed, 
Connolly, Sweeny, A. Oakey Hall and 
the "ring" began their deliberate system 
of robbery of the city and county of 
New York, Mr. Kelly refused to become 
a partner with them and withdrew from 
the society. He afterward Joined Samuel 
J. Tilden and others to prosecute these 
rascals and victory crowded their work. 


This regenerated Tammany Hall, with 
John Kelly as leader, nominated and 
elected Samuel J. Tilden governor of 
New York, in 1874. Mr. Tilden has fre- 
quently declared that Mr. Kelly by the 
ascendancy of his strong will, compelled 
him to leave his chosen sphere of the 
private station and to accept the nomi- 
nation for governor in 1874. 


No more fierce and stubborn contest 
ever occurred in American politics than 
the 
fight 
of Tilden, Kelly, Hewitt, 
Schell, Belmont and their colleagues to 
drive from Tammany hall the ring of 
thieves intrenched in the ancient insti- 
tution, but at last the ring politicians 
were driven from its portals, and the 
leadership of John Kelly 
was 
tri- 
umphantly established. 
Later Kelly 
and Tilden quarreled and then began 
strife in New York politics. 
In 1876 Mr. KeUy wat» made comp- 


troller of the city of New York, 
The 
debt then exceed $100,000,000, but in 
four years he reduced it to $12,000,000. 


In 1884 KeUy went to the Chicago 
convention at the head of Tammany to 
oppose the nomination of Cleveland. He 
wag throttled under the onit rule, but 
made a stubborn fight and made many 
new friends in the west. 


Ever since the presidential campaign 
of 1884 Mr. Kelly has BufTered from ner- 
vous prostration and insomnia, which 
has been aggravated by chronic dyspep- 
sia.

The sight of the awkward 
Chinese 
junk has become so common in the bay 
as to hardly 
attract 
the 
attention 
of 
those who are in the habit of using the 
fevi-vboats constantly, 
says the 
San 
Francisco 
Pos/. 
Occasionally 
some 
jocular, contemptuous remark is made 
on the build or rig of one of the crafts, 
coupled with a pitying allusion to 
the 
poverty-stricken 
looking crew. 
The 
owners of the crafts can 
afford to 
let 
the laugh go round, and none of 
them 
is at all desirous of correcting the mis- 
taken imi)re.ssion as to their 
poverty 
and the small amount realized by their 
trade.. It will astonish many of 
those 
who have ridiculed the 
clumsy, 
high- 
eterned boxes, with their slatted square- 
sails, to learn that the 
freight 
carried 
bv these 
boats 
amounts 
in 
value to 
about $3,000.000 a year. 
All of 
them 
are engaged in the fishing trade on the 
l)ay and the lagoons or tidal 
creeks 
wliich run up into 
the 
low 
marshy 
lands lying along the shores. 
They are 
here to make as much money in as 
short a time as possible, and 
then go 
back to China. 
From Vallejo to 
the 
extreme southern end of the bay 
they 
are busy all the year 
round, 
dragging 
the 
waters 
of the 
bay 
Avith 
nets 
having meshes so small that 
nothing 
that 
swims 
can escape 
them; 
sal- 
mon 
fry, 
minnows, 
young 
herring, 
shrimps, and large fish are all scooped 
in. 
The larger fish are sold at 10 to 15 
cents per pound in Chinatown, 
while 
the smaller ones, together 
with 
the 
shrimps, 
are 
sent 
abroad. 
When 
a 
haul is made 
the 
wriggling 
mass is 
sorted out on the beach, the large fish 
being at once sent to market. The small 
fish are again sorted, the 
larger 
ones 
being dried 
and 
packed 
separately. 
The shrimjis, after being dried, 
are 
shaken up in sieves or 
riddles. 
The 
sh(41s and small portions of the shrimps 
fall through the sieves and 
are 
care- 
fully gathered np in sacks. 
The nieatv 
parts are carefully packed and also sent 
abroad as a table delicacy; the shells 
and refuse, together with the refuse fish, 
are all ]iaeked together and sent away 
to he used as food for fowls or 
for 
man live. 
Every steamer 
leaving 
this 
)()rt takes away in the neighborhood of 
400 tons of dried shrimps and 
iish 
in 
proportion of 150 tons of 
shrimps, 
'JOO tons of sardines, salmon, etc., 
and 
titty tons of shrimp 
shells and 
fish 
manure. 
The shrimps 
are 
the 
most 
ahiable, bringing in China an average 
f 8;K)0 per 
ton. 
The sardines 
and 
ulnion are worth 
$200 per 
ton 
and 
tlie refuse 840 per ton, 
or 
a total of 
ST,000 for the 
400 tons of 
product. 
For years tlie shijiments averaged three 
month, or thirty-six shipments a year, 
eing an export of S3,i:J2,000 worth oi 
stuffs gathered in by the Chinese junks 
nd their lazy, shiftless-looking 
crews. 
Ueyond the slight amount necessary 
tc 
buy the lumber for their boats 
and a 
little cordage and cloth 
for sails 
and 
igging, hardly a dollar of this 
large 
sum is spent in this country. 
Even the 
nets and the twine of which they 
are 
made are brought from 
abroad. 
A 
gentleman who was engaged for years 
in searching Chinese steamers states 
that he has often seen Chinamen 
land 
at the mail dock with nothing in 
the 
shape of capital except 
one of 
these 
nets. 
In about 
a month the 
same 
Chinaman would appear as a shipper oi 
from three to ten tons of fish. 
He had 
in the meantime associated himself with 
four or five others; they had secured a 
second-hand boat and 
gone 
to 
work 
dragging the bay. 
In a few months he 
was not only a shipper but an importer, 
receiving large lots of rice, sugar, dried 
fowls, and other articles of 
Chinese 
food, as well as clothing.

He studied medicine at Har- 
vard collcge. and practiced in Port Bj'ron, 
removing tbence to Buffalo. 
He traveled 
and lectured for a number of years on 
physiology and hygiene, until he settled 
in 
Boston, 
and 
there 
developed 
his 
system 
of 
exercise 
for 
schools 
and 
homes, 
teaching 
that 
the body 
should 
be traine 1 as well as the mind 
to in- 
sure the perfect development of the human 
being. 
He opened a school for young ladies 
in Lexington, Mass., where be could embody 
his ideas of physical training, and had great 
success, the school 
numbering some 160 
pupils, many of them broken down invalids 
from other institutions. 
I'he building was 
burned in 18<»7. Since then he has devoted 
himself to lecturing and writing on health 
subjects. 
Ho was the originator of 
the

On motion of Councilman Doehrman the 
common council resoived itself into a comniit- 
tee of the whole lor the purpose of fi.xing 
salaries of officers and employes of the city 
for the ensuing year. 


The committee of the whole, after due de- 
liberation, submitted the fol owing 
<)RDIN.\NCE. 
An ordinance fixing th'e salaries of the city 
officers and employes of the city of Fort 
Wayne for one year, from May, 1886, to May, 
1887. 


Section 1. Be it ordained by the common 
council of the city of Fort Wayne, that the 
salaries of the officers and employes of the 
city of Fort Wayne, Indiana, be, and the same 
are hereby fixed as follows: 


To the mayor, the. sum of seventeen hundred 
dollare ($l,7t'0) and such fees as are allowed by 
the city charter only. 


To the city clerk, the sum of tAventy-three 
hundred and fifty dollars (f2,350) and fees per 
annum, and said clerk shall perform every 
duty pertaining to his office, including the 
making of the tax duplicates for the year 
1886. 


To the c»ty treasurer, the sum of twenty-five 
hundred dollars ($2,500) per annum, and fees, 
and 6 per cent on all taxes collected than those 
due for the current year. 


To the city assessor, the sum of six hundred 
dollars (f600) per annum. 


To each ana every deputy assessor, the sum 
of two dollars ($3) per day of eight hours, for 
the time he may be necessarily and actually 
employed. 


To the street commissioner, the sum of 
twelve hundred dollars ($1,200) per annum. 


To the civil engineer the sum or fourteen hun- 
dren dollars ($1,400) per annum. 


To the city marshal, the sum of eleven hun- 
dred dollars ($1,100) per annum. 


To the deputy marshals, the sum of sixty 
dollars ($60) per month each. 


To the city attorney, the sum of fifteen hun- 
dred dollars ($1,500) per annum. 


To the chief engineer of the fire department 
the sum of twelve hundred dollars ($1,300) per 
annum. 


To the trustees of the water works, one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars ($150) per annum, each, 
for all services performed by them as such 
trustees of the water works. 


To the market master, the sum of two hun- 
dred dollars ($200) per annum. 


To the assistant civil engineer, the sum of 
seventy dollars ($70) per month. 


To the secretary of the executive committee 
of the board of health, five hundred dollars 
($500) per annum. 


To the chief of police, the sum of nine hun- 
dred dollai-s ($900) per annum. 


To the eighteen patrolmen, the sum of two 
dollars ($2) per day for every day of service. 


To the wood measurer, the sum of sixty dol- 
lars ($60) per month. 


To the lieutenant of police, the sum of sev- 
enty dollars ($70) per month. 


To the supervisor of streets, the sum of two 
dollars ($3) per day for actual service.

Prentiss served but one term in Con- 


jress, but his voice was heard in behalf 
if the Whigs in every campaign until 
his death in 1819, at the age of 41. lie 
t-as the principal speaker at the great 
Whig meeting at Nashville in 1844 
when his idol, Henry Clay, was a candi- 
date for President. His speech upon 
that occasion was doubtless his master- 
)iece on the stump. 
"When he closed 


10 fell back in a swoon in the arms of 
James C. Jones, himself a magnificent 
orator, who hugged him to his bosom 
and exclaimed in an ecstasy of enthu- 
siasm, "Die Prentiss, die; you will 
lover have such another glorious oppor- 
iunity." It was at the close of hia 
jreat speech in Faneuil Hall in 1844 
hat Edward Everett asked Daniel 
Webster if he had ever heard such a 
speech • before, • and the answer was, 
'Never, except hy Prentiss himself." 


Prentiss was the very personification 


of courage, moral and physical. He 
lad a horror of tho code, but had no 
lesitancy in appealing to it, as he found 
t an established institution in the land 
of his adoption. His spirits were so 
mercurial, his heart so tender, his senti- 
ments so refined, that if he had slain 
nis adversary in such a rencounter his 
reason, powerful as it was, would have 
seen dethroned. But as society then 
was in Mississippi ho was compelled to 
appeal his personal quarrels to that 
tribunal. The only man he over met, 
though messages passed between him- 
self and several others, was Henry S. 
Footo, of whom I hope to write in 
the future. The cause of the duel has 
been variously stated. I will give one. 
Prentiss was a man of infinite jest. 
Even when.he argued gravo legal ques- 
tions before a court he interspersed his 
speeches with witticisms. It bubbled up 
in all his utterances, and made bim one 
of the most engaging of men. On one 
occasion he was sitting up with a party 
of friends on attendance upon a gentle- 
man who .was hors do combat with a 
bad case of delirium tremens. The 
physician had said that if the patient 
ooald sleep he would soon recover. 
The attendants tried every means in 
their power to bring the drowsy god to 
the lids of the sick man, but without 
avail. Finally Prentiss 
impatiently 


said: "Oh, d—n it, give him Foote's 
book on Texas. I'll warrant its sopori- 
fic effects." ' The joke was too good to 
be lost, and there wero those who 
carried it to Footo, the most irascible 
of men. A challenge followed and tho 
parties met. Footo was as brave as 
Lord Nelson, but was so excitable that 
ho tumid pale and trembled like an 
aspen, while his voice, when under the 
influence of anger, was exceedingly un- 
steady-. As a consequence he was no 
dangerous adversary, but he was game 
to the backbone. Tho result of the 
first meeting was a ball in Foote'p 
shoulder, while Prentiss escaped un- 
harmed. The second meeting was oc- 
casioned by a report that Prontiss 
"rested"on his cane when he fired at 
Foote. A long correspondence pre- 
ceded it, Alexander McClung being the 
friend of Foote. When the parties 
faced each other Prentiss tlirow away 
his cane, and at the iirst tire Foote fell 
with a ball in his hip. Tho parties be- 
came friends a short time afterward and 
so continued until death severed tho 
tie. 


Prcntiss was lame of one leg and 


walked with the aid of a cane. He hat 
a magnificent bust and a royal head, 
the space above the eyes being a three 
decker. 
Ho had an eagle eye thai 


burned like the orb of day and (lashed 
like lightning when he was aroused. 
His voice was under complete control, 
and dulcet or terrible as he willed. 
Nature had done much for liirn, but ho 
required a great occasion to bring on 
in bold relief all his powers. At suel 
times ho never failed. — Lomsmlh 
Courier-Journal.

'orh of the Chinese JFlaherrMn Along the 


Facifle Coast. 


The sight of the awkward Cliinese 


junk has becomo so common in the bay 
as to hardly attract the attention of 
those who are in the habit of using the 
ferryboats constantly, says tho San 
Francisco Pout. 
Occasionally some 


jocular, contemptuous remark is made 
on the build or rig of one of the crafts, 
coupled with a pitying allusion to tho 
poverty-stricken looking crew. 
The 


owners of the crafts can afford to let 
the laugh go round, and none of them 
is at all desirous of correcting the mis- 
taken impression as to their poverty 
and the small amount realized by their 
trade.. It, will astonish many of those 
who have ridiculed the clumsy, high-. 
Bterned boxes, with their slatted square- 
sails, to learn that the freight carried 
by these boats amounts in value to 
about33,000.000 ayear. 
All of them 


are engaged in the fishing trade on the 
bay aud tho lagoons or tidal creeks 
which' run np into the low marshy 
lands lying along the shores. They are 
here to make as much money in as 
short a time as possible, and then go 
back to China. From Vallejo to tho 
extreme southern end of tho bay they 
are busy all the year round, dragging 
the waters of the 
bay 
with nets 


having meshes so small that nothing 
that swims can escape 
them; sal- 


mon fry, minnows, young herring, 
shrimps, aud largo fish are all scooped 
in. The larger fish are sold at 10 to 10 
cents per pound in Chinatown, while 
the smaller ones, together with the 
shrimps, arc sent abroad. When 
haul is made the wriggling moss ia 
sorted out on tho beach, the large iish 
being at once sent to market. The small 
fish are again sorted, the larger ones 
being dried and packed separately. 
The shrimps, after being dried, are 
shaken up in sieves or riddles. The 
shells and small portions of theshi-imps 
fall through the sieves and are care- 
fully gathered up in sacks. The meaty 
parts arc carefully packed and also sent 
abroad as a table delicacy; tho shells 
and refuse, together with the refuse fish. 
are all packed together and sent away 
to be used as food for fowls or for 
manure. Every steamer leaving thifi 
port takes away in tho neighborhood of 
•100 tons of dried shrimps and 
fish ra 


f.lie proportion of InO tons of shrimps, 
200 tons of sardines, salmon, etc., and 
fifty tons of shrimp shells and fish 
manure. The shrimps are the most 
valuable, bringing in China an average 
of S;lOf) per ton. 
The sardines anil 


salmon are worth $200 per ton nml 
the refuse 840 per ton, or a total ol 
£87,001) for the 100 tons of product. 
Por years the shipments averaged three 
n month, or thirty-six shipments ayear, 
bsiiis an export off 3,132,000 worth oi 
stuffs gathered in by the Chinese junks 
and their lazy, shiftless-looking crews. 
•Jleyond the slight amount necessary to 
buy the lumber for their boats ami n 
little cordage and cloth for sails and 
rigging, hardly a dollar of this large 
sum isspent in this country. Even the 
nets and the twine of which they are 
made ore brought from abroad. A
